DWIGHT F. DAVIS,

ST. LOUISANS WHO
CAN PLAY TENNIS.

DWIGHT F. DAVIS OF THIS CITY IS
RATED AS A CHAMPION WITH
THE RACKET.

Dwight F. Davls, of whom so much Is
heard nowadays as a champion tennis
player, Is a young man of St. Louls who
was born here twenty-three vears aro. He
Is a2 son of the late John T. Davis, the
wealthy dry gends merchant, and {s a mil-
lionalre tn his own right,

As a youngster Davis attended Smith
Acndemy and took great interest in all
branches of athleties, In the fall of *95 Le
was playing on the Smith foothall team in
£ znme against the Alton Military Acad-
emy, and was scriously Injurel on the
head, This resulted In his glving up that
game and devoting all of his spare time
to tennis,

Mr. Davia graduated fram Smith Acad-
emy In 189, entering Harvard the fall of
thut year. For two years in college nothing
was heard from Davis In athletizs, but In
1800 he blossomed forth as a full-Aedged
star in his favorite game, winning the In-
tercollegiate champlonship with  apparent
ease. Later in the season he went threuszsh
all the preliminaries and semifinals of the
national championships at Newport until
he met Maleoim Whitman, who Jefeated
him in 2 very colse contest. Inasmuch as
Whitman was undefeated in 1899, and ihi=
vear has already suffered (wo defeass, and
both of them at the hands of Dwight Davis,
it is not expecting too much of Mr. Davis
to say that he has more than an even
chance to win the championsnip «f 1900,
The Natlonal Lawn Tennis Association
gives out a list of the good Ameriean ten-
nis players each year in the order of their
ablliity, basing the caleulatlons otrictly cn
the form displayed In champlonship con-
tests; in the standing of 182, Dwiznt Davis
is placed second to Whitman., Mr. Davis,
with his college partner, Ward, holds the
national champlonshlp at doubles, wen at
Newport last season. This team has held
the intercolleglate champloasulp st doubles
for two years,

This summer Mr. Davls has playad bril-
llant tennis In every contest but one, the
finnl against Whitman, In the Middle States
champlonship on the Longweod courts In

Bostan, Tn that gume he was awiy off his
nwsial form, losing to his great rival seom-
ingly without a struggle, after having de-
Teuted bim two weeks before in Canada,

Mr. Davia graduated from ilarvard in
June, In college he was o praoular man, be-
Ing a member of the exclusive fraternities
of the Cambridee rstitazion.

CHANGES IN RUGBY RULES.
Improvements Are Well Chosen—
Sideline Coaching Restricted.

New York, Aug. 1l — The revised foothall
rules for 1%¥ are now In the hands of the
printers and will be published within the
next fortnight. The final draftlng of the

new rules passed through the hands of
Walter Camp a few days ago, after having
been revised by the Rules Committee at

My st session,

; Mr., Camp, as one of the
execttive

oMceérs of this committee, pre-
plited the finul draft for the new rules.
There ure four radieal changes in the old
rules, which, while important, are not such
as to affect the style of the game, They
are all of a4 nature that will tend to im-
prove the sportémanilke spirit of the game
and to make It more sclentifie.

Formerly the slde which had the ball
puossession of the plegskin in case of
offside play, The Rules Committee (o=
clded that this Imposed too severe a pen-
alty for an offerse that is sometimes un-
uvaldable and always depends upon the um-
pire secing the man who was oftside. The
Rules Committee changed this rule to read
a5 follows:

“Either slde maklng an offside play suf-
fers us o pentlty a loss of ten yards, the
ball remainivg in posscssion of the slda
having it before the foul was made.'

lu case the team having the ball Is within
ten yards of Its opponent’'s goal line the
defensive team making the foul Is penalized
only five yuards.

Football experts consider this chinge a
Ecod one. A ball s rarely put in play

when some player Is not offslde, so the
cuforcement of the old rule was largely
dlscretlonary with the ofiicinls. The new

rule will tend to make the game when It
s played fairly and squarely less lable to
hinge on a slight ard sometimes unavold-
ul:l-- foul,

The next Important change in the old
rides s the result of the Yale-Hurvard
same of last fall. It will be remembered
that Yule, while within atriking distance
of Harvard's gonl, rather than give pos-
sesslon of the ball, dropped back twenty
yards acd retined possession,. The com-
mittee has revised the rule so that a team
canvot  take advantage of this rule a
second time In succession while holding
the ball. On falling to get the necessury
five yards In four downs, after using the
rule, the temin cannot use the rule again
until the ball has been lost and regalned,
This renders the rule usclees to n team
which has advanced te within close rango
of its opponent's Boal, and wet does pot
make 4 loophole for a weak team en-
deavoring to delay Its opponent and keep
Its own goal post clean.
